YORK MINSTER. : 

The following is an extract from Mr. Britton’s 
valuable work on York Cathedral, relating to 
that part of the Minster which has been destroy- 
ed 





_ © After passing through the screen, just de- 
seribed, the vier is introduced to the Choir, 
. which is grand in scale nd rich in adornment. 
On each side is a serics of 2) stalls, with 12 at 
the west end, beneath the organ. These are of 
oak, and are peculiarly rich in their canopies and 
carved decorations. Each seat, or stall, has its 
rests for the elbows, from which rise two de- 
tached moveable miserecordia, with projecting 
slender columns, supporting an elaborate ca- 
hopy. At the eastern end of the Choir is the 
altar-table, raised above the regular floor by a 
series of 15 steps. Behind it is a handsome 
acreen, with mullions, tracery, a parapet, &c.— 
Its open days, or lights, are filled with plate- 
glass, which affords a view of the elegant east- 
ern window.’ Previous to the year 1726, a large 
wooden screen, painted and gilt, not only obscur- 
ed the present sione screen, as a separation of 
the Choir. On comparing the present screen, as 
& separation of the Choir from the east end of 
the Cathedral, with the -arrangement of other 
Cathedrals, ite superiority and beauty are very 
evident. 

The little transept, as we must ceil it for 
distinetion’s sake, wad a fine contrivance of the 
afchitect. Standing against the pulpit, or on the 

ite side, its efot is uncommonly beaut ifal. 

he lines of the sides become diversified without 

breaking off, and the interior, with the lofty wine 

dows at each end and at the sides, are peculiar- 
elegant. 

* Qa the north side of the altar, over the grat- 
ed window that lights the crypt, is an ancient 
pew, or gallery, to which there is an escent by 
a Bight of asrrow stairs, of solid blocks of oak. 
The exterior of this ry is very neat, and it 
ie certainly older than the Reformation. A lit- 
the bew window in the north si s a com- 
plete view into the aile, and opposite to it is & 

email loop-hole in the stone- wall, which af- 
forded a view into the room behind the high al- 
tar. It hed also « door into that room. The 
floor is boarded, in which is a strong trap door. 

%* Behind the stalls of the Choir are closets, 
seme of which are used as vestries by the simg- 

men: modern stair-cases have been con- 
strected, leading to the galleries erected above, 
and which disfigure the view into the ailes. These 
closets are fronted, next the ailes, by open 
sereens of oak, some of which are of excellent 
carting, and more elaborate than others. In the 
centre of the Choir stands a desk for che Vicare- 
choral te chant the litany in; it is enclosed in a 
pew of carved wood. The brazen eee is 
gaodern. Its pillars is not elegantly ormed, and 
the ition, at one side of the Choir, is not so 
eli chosen as if placed in the centre. 

There were enciently three altars in the choir 
wvis., St, Stephen's, our Lady's, end the bigh 





alter in the centre. On each mde of the latter 
wes e door-way to the apartment between the 
sereens, where the Archhishop used on solemn 
festivals to put om some of his robes, and which 
was sometimes im rly styled the ‘* Sanctum 
Senctorum"’ here as in other places. A gallery 
was constructed above the ancient altar-ecreen, 
where some of the minstrels who assisted in the 
solemnities of high mass are thought to have 
been stationed; it would also serve for setting 
up the wax-lights, and for other decorations so 
profusely made use of in thosé splendid ceremo- 
nies. 

“The roof of the Choir is of a loftier pitch than 
that of the nave, and is actually higher by some 
feet. The ribs are also more numerous, and 
cross each other in angular compartments: from 
their number, however, they take off the leading 
distinction of the arain ribs. 

* East of the altar-screen is a large open 
space, occupied by various monuments. These 
are of such heterogeneous styles, sizes, and 
characters, that they materially injure the effect 
ef the scene. Whilst those at Winchester en- 
hance the beauty and interest of the place, these 
disfigare and disgrace the noble architecture to 
which they are attached. 

“The walls in the siles are panelled with 
mouldings, which partly correspond with the 
windows. Niches fill ui the spaces between 
the windows and pilasters. The gallery over 
the great arches is rather injured by the height 
of its openings being divided by a stone-rail, 
which was placed as a guard to those persons 


who were admitted te view the processions or 


other grand ceremonies below. The open gal- 
lery beneath the clerestory windows, and form- 
ing a part of each, is richer than that in the 
nave, each division being crowned by a curved 
canopy, finished with crockets. The ailes are 
groined in the simple style of the nave. The 
eastern bay is the narrowest. ¥ . 

“* The splendid east window may be said to vie 
with that at the west end of the nave in its 
architectural design and glazed enrichment. Its 
height and breadth nearly correspond with the 
space of the Choir; and the number of historical 
subjects represented on the glass amount to 
nearly. 200, The soffit to the arch has a series 
of canopies running up to the crown of it. Each 
of these is occupied by a projecting bust instead 
of a whole-length figure. The outer rim of the 
arch is wrought into little tabernacles filled with 
half-length figures. The design of the great east 
window is at once fine and simple. Three chief 
divisions are formed by two iarge mullions, and 
each division of which is again separated into 
three lights, Whilst all the upper part, from the 
springing of the arch, is fitted into compartments 
half the breadth of the principal lights. The 
chief mullions are streagthe by another se- 
ries, which are connected with them; the upper 
part, forming a narrow gallery, is carried across 
upon this double work, but is so light as not to 
obstruct the view of the glazing. ‘The view from 
thie gallery is inconceivably grand and beautiful. 
The whole length of the interior of the church 
is shown in a perspective of more than 500 feet; 
all obstruction of the Choir with its screens 
lying far beneath the eye. The mild lustre of 
the western window is fully displayed at the 
termination. Eight large niches fill up each 
side of the window in-four double tiers;—but 
these were never intended for statues, as some 
of the bases are sloped up, and leave no room 
for a figure. 

** The glazing of the great window is much 
mutilated and disarranged by unskilful repairs. 
The figures are in general from two feet two 
inches to two feet four inches high, and the 
heads are most beautifully drawn. Some of the 
Blessed Virgin resemble the turn observable in 
Raphael’s paintings. The bases, &c. of the 
columns at the east end are bolder than in the 
nave. Each column has a projecting bracket and 
canopy for a large statue. 

“On the south side of the Choir are three cha- 
pels, or vestries; the first of these is paved with 
small tiles, some of which show traces of paint- 
ing. Here is « piscina and two brackets; one 
of tbe latter represents a man tearing open a 
lion’s jaws, the other a lion and a dragon fight- 
ing. All the north and west sides are recessed 
with numerous wainscot cupboards of ancient 
work, that at the west end has an inner closet. 
Several old chests and presses remain here, par- 
ticularly two vast old chests for copes, made to 
suit the form of that vestment when doubled, 
each being a quadrangle of six feet. six inches 
diameter. These chests are peculiarly strong; the 
lids are decorated with iron scrolls and hinges; 
one, in particular, is of the same fasion as thosa 
on the chapter-house doors. Here is a very 
strong small trunk for money, and an old chest 
with two holes to receive alms.’’* 


"The horn of Ulphus is one of the greatest curiosities 
in possession of the church of York. It appeurs like 
the hollowed tusk of an elephant, and the length of its 
curvature is from 18 te 24 iaches, It is the title deed by 
which the church of St. Peter’s holds lands to a consi- 
derable value, given to it before the Heptarchy by Ul- 
phus, King of Deira and Northumbria. It is said, that 
when he presented it to the church, he filled it with 
wine, which he drank off to its future success. If the 
story be true, Ulphus must have been one of the most 
strong -beaded, as weil as one of the most pious kings of 
his day; for the draught which he is alleged to have 
swallowed would be sufficient to upset the sobriety of 
any two men, such as men now ure. The horn was pre- 
served by the successive possessors of St. Peter’s with 
the most careful affection during all the commotions of 
the Danish and Norman invasions; but was stolen from 
them in the general confusion which pervaded the city 
of York after the battle of Marston-moor had delivered 
it up to the Parliamentarian forces under the command 
of Fairfax and Cromwell. By some of the acci- 
dents of war, it came into the possession of Lord Fair- 
fax, who is reported to have purchased it of a common 
soldier. On the restoration of Charles I]., when charch 
property was again secure, his Lordship restored it to 
the cathedral; and there is now an insc:iption upon it, 
recording the gratitude of the Dean and Chapter for 
having ‘so valuable a om restored to them. It 
has now escaped singularly enough from the destruction 
which has fallen upon the other curiosities which were 
usually kept in the ve:try-room; and remains, as it has 
done for yea.s past, to sounded by all those strong- 
wieded visiters of the Minster who have strength enough 


to blow it.

INVASION OF ENGLAND IN 1386. 


Richard II. had just arrived at the age of 21, 
and his excessive fondness for the amusements 
into which he had been led by several of his 
gay and dissipated favourites, together with the 
embarrassed state of his kingdom on account of 
the disorders in Scotland, and the absence of 





the Duke of Lancaster, who, with the flower of 
the English military force, was urging his claims 
to the Crown of Castile, by foree of arms,—in- 
duced the counsellors of Charles to believe that 
their ancient enemy might be made to rue his 
former unwelcome visits to the continent. ‘*Why 
should not we,’’ said they, ‘‘for once in our 
lives, make the passage across the channel to 
see the country and the inhabitants that are so 
renowned through the world? The English are 
well enough acquainted with the road to Rheims, 
—let us prove to them that we have pilots who 
can direct us in the course to London.”’ 

Great were the preparations, accordingly to 
carry4nto execution a plan which would certain- 
ly enable some of the knights to evince their ex- 
travagance, and, perhaps, afford many of them 
an opportunity to display their prowess in the 
field. The whole summer was employed in all 
the towns adjoining Sluys, whence the rer. in- 
tended to embark, in grinding corn and making 
bread. Rich and poor were forced to contribute 
almost every thing in their possession to eke 
out the scanty means of the treasury, and there 
was not a vessel of any size on the whole coast 
that the French could lay their hands on, which 
was not impressed into service by methods fair 
or foul, as would best answer the purposes of the 
royal officers. Provisions arrived every day 
from all quarters, and they consisted, as a wri- 
ter of that period informs us, of *‘very great 
quantities of wine, salted meats, oats, trusses of 
hay, onions, verjuice, biscuit, flower, butter, and 
the yolks of eggs powdered and rammed into 
barrels, in such quantities,’ continugs the same 
author, “that in future times, those who have 
not been eye-witnesses, will never believe the 
accounts.’’ 

Lords and knights at a great distance were in- 
vited to accompany Charles in this expedition, 
and they came with numerous attendants, at the 


*« Never since God created the world,”’ ex- 
claims the enthusiastic Froissart, ‘‘were there 
seen such numbers of large ships as filled the 
harbours of Sluys and Blanckenburgh; for when 
they were counted in the month of September, 
they were twelve hundred and eighty-seven.— 
Their masts on coming from sea, appear like a 
thick forrest.’’ 

The Constable of France had constructed a 
complete town of frame-work, of large timber, 
which w@ intended to be put together, so soon 
as the forces shopid land in England, for the 
French lords to retreat to, as a place of safety, 
to prevent any danger that might arise from 
nightly attacks. This mammoth piece of archi- 
tecture was so constructed that it could be 
taken to pieces, roofs and all; and many work- 
men were specially employed to superintend the 
erection and removal of it. 

We must quote Froissart once more. ‘* Who- 
ever,’’ says he, “‘ had been at Damme, 
ot Sluys at this time, and had seen how busil 
all were employed im loading the vessels wi 
hay in trusses, garlic, onions, biecuit in sacks, 
pease, beans, cheese-bowls, barley, oats, rye, 
wheat, wax-candles, housings, shoes, boots, 
helmets, s knives, hatchets, pick- 
axes, h , wooden boxes filled with 
ointments, tow, bandages, cover-lide, horse-shoe 
nails, bottles of verjuice and vinegar, iron, stone 
ware, pewter and wooden pots and dishes , can- 
dlesticks, basons, vases, fat pigs, hasters, kitch- 
en furniture, utensils for the buttery, and for the 
other offices, and every afticle necessary for 
man and would tiave been struck with 
astonishment. and pleasure were

_ Richard and the English Council were duly 
informed of these and the ear! of 
Arundel was ordered to sea with forty ships, 
having on board three hundred men at arms, 
= the din of mighty 

leanwhile in preparations 
continued at Sluys. Money was Pave pay more 
than if had been rained down from above, 
or could be pumped up the sea. All were 
impatient for the day orders should be 
given to boist their ready salle. The ficet was 
equipped ia theamost- ive manner, and 
every ty to have his vessel distinguish- 
ed above all the rest for the quantity of its sup- 
plies, and the splendour of its external appear- 
ance. Their coats of arms and insemerable cu- 
rious devices and mottoes were superbly emble- 4 
Lzoned on the hulls and s and flags of their 
vast navy, which might tasily have been mis- 
taken for the gorgeous floating palaces of an- 
other Cleopatra, prepared to bear a voluptuous 
queen over the smooth bosom of another Cyd 
nus. The masts glittered from top to bottom 
with rich jewelry, and some of them were cover- 
ed with sheets of fine gold which gloriously re- 
flected the rays of the sun. The banners, pen- 
nons and standards were also decorated with 
every rich ornament that the owners could 
imagine, or the ingenuity of the artisans devise. 

The English were informed of the proceedings 
at Sluys, and began to be cnidinaly alauaad 
—the priests making processions in many towns 
two or three times a week, and offering up pray- 
ers that the anticipated evil might be averted. 
Those who were in debt and had no intention of 
paying what they owed, were however delighted 
with the coming on of this trouble Mind appeased. 
the demands of their creditors by eaking, ** how 
can you call on us for money? Isn't it better 
that we should spend it, than that the Freach 
should carry it oat of the country?’’ The coasts 
opposite to France and Flanders were strongly 
garrisoned, and directions were given that if the 
French forces succeeded m landing, the whole 
country should be set on fire, in order to starve 
out the enemy, if all efforts to beat him back 
should prove unavailing. Richard’s army when 
mustered consisted of ten thousand men-at- 
arms, and one hundred thousand archers. A 
tax of two millions of florins was immediately 
reised and paid into the hands of the Arch- 
bishop of York, for the further defence of the 
country. 

The projected invasion was at leagth aban- 
doned, to the no small mortification and disap- 
pointment of Charles. The Constable of France 
on his way to join his monarch at Sluys, was 

by so severe an accident that both 
deemed the wiser part of valor to be discretion, 
and concluded to retire quietly into winter-quar- 
ters. The Constable, it appears, embarked at 
Treugier, a town on the sea coast of Brittany, 
with @ fine body of men-at-arms, and ample 
eyances, on board of seventy-two vessels. — 
Some of them were freighted with the wooden 
town that was to be erected on their landing in 
England. The Constable had a favorable wind 
when he left the harbor; but as he approeched 
the English coast, it became contrary, and the 
farther they advanced the more violently it blew. 
When opposite to Margate, at the mouth of the 
Thames, the fleet was dispersed, and from un- 
skilful management -on the part of the mariners, 
as well as from the force of the gale, some were 
driven into the river, where they were easily 
captured by the English. Among these were the 
leys with parts of the wooden town aboard, 
which was sent to London in great triumph.— 
Others of the fleet were forced upon the coast of 
Zealand and seized, but the Constable and his 
lords with much difficulty arrived at Sluys, 
where they were joyfully received by the King 
and his barons. 

** Constable,’’ said the King, as soon as he 
saw hin, ‘“‘ I have been aboard my ship; I like 
the sea much, and I believe I shall prove a good 
sailor,—for I was not in the least sea-sicf.’’

THE ATLANTIC SLOPE.—Mr. Darby di- 
vides the territory of the United States into three 
great sections; the Atlantic Slope; the great 
Central Valley of North America; and ths slo 
between the Rocky Mountains and the Pacific.

The great Atlantic slope extends from Flori- 
da to Row-Brentwiek. a length of 2100 miles, 
by a mean width of 160, and contains 308,600 
square miles. It contains two regions of ve 
distinct characters; first, a diluvial shelf of sand, 
clad in Pine Forests, and extending from the 
Atlantic to the falls of the rivers; secondly, the 
real primitive slope, rising from these falls in an 
inclined plane to the tops of the Alleghany. 
The shelf of sand, if we extend it to Cape Cod, 
is more than 1500 miles in leogth. From Geor- 
gia to Jersey it aver » 120 miles in breadth; 
thence to Navisink Hills, 60 miles, and from 
these hills it runs out into the narrow cones of 
Long Island and Cape Cod. The i. region 
is a great deformity to our continent. It is ge- 
nerally sterile and unwholesome, and filled with 
swamps and marshes not easily reclaimable; and 
pushes the tion away from the comforts 
and facilities of the seas. 

The real Atlantic Slope which commences at 
the western termination of this sandy region, is 
the hill and dale region of the United States, 
and makes up for this unfavorable foreground of 
the picture.

A new edition of Sir Watrer Scorr’s 
novels, from Waveriry to Woopsrock, re- 
vised by the author, who has also prepared 
two additional volumes illustrative of the 
history &zc. of these popular works, is to be 
published at Epinzorea and Tonpon. A 
volume will appear on the first of June, and 
one on the first of each succeeding month. 
The whole number will be forty, of four 
hundred royal octodecimo pages. ‘The fol- 
lowing is the author’s advertisement:— 
“It has been the occasionaFoccupation of 
the Author of Waverley, for several years 
past, to revise and correct the voluminous 
series of Novels which pass under that name; 
in order that, if they should ever appear as 
his avowed productions, he might render 
them in some degree deserving a continuance 
of the public favour with which they have 
been honored ever since their first appear- 
ance. For a long period, however, it seem- 
ed likely that the improved and illustrated 
edition which he meditated would be a post- 
humous publication. But the course of 
events, which occasioned the disclosure of 
the author’s name, having in, a great mea- 
sure, restored to him a sort of parental con- 
trol over these Works, he is naturally in- 
duced to give them to the press in a correct- 
ed, and, he hopes, an improved form, while 
life and health permit the task of revising 
and illustrating them. Such being his pur- 
pose, it is necessary to say a few words on 
the plan of the proposed Edition. In sta- 
ting it to be revised and corrected, it is not 
to be inferred that any attempt is made to 
alter the tenor of the stories, the character 
of the actors, or the spirit of the dialogue. 
There is no doubt ample room for emendation 
in all these points,—but where the tree falls 
it mustlie, Any attempt to obviate criticism, 
however just, by altering a work already in 
the hands of the public, is generally unsuc- 
cessful. In the most improbable. fiction, the 
reader still desires some air of vraisemblance 
and does not relish that the incidents of a 
tale familia: to him should be altered to suit 
the taste of critics, or the caprice of the 
author himself. This process of feeling is 
so natural, that it may be observed ‘even in 
children, who cannot endure that a nursery 
story should be repeated to them differently 
from the manner in which it was first told. 
But without altering, in the slightest degree, 
either the story, or the mode of telling it, 
the Author has taken this opportunity to 
correct errors of the press and slips of the 
pen. That such should exist cannot be 
wondered at, when it is considered that the 
publishers found it their interest to hurry 


forcible for more appropriate epithets— 
alight alterations, in short, like the last 
touches of an Artist, which contribute to 
heighten and finish the picture, though an 
inexperienced eye can hardly detect in 
what they consist. The General Preface to 
the new Edition, and the Introductery No- 
tices to each separate work, will contain an 
account of such circumstances attending 
the first publication of the Novels and Tales, 
as may appear interesting in themselves, or 
proper to be communicated to the public. 
The Author also proposes to publish on this 
occasion, the various legends, family tradi- 
tions, or obscure historical facts, which have 
formed the ground-work of these Novels, 
and: to give some account of the places 
where the. scenes are laid, when these are 
altogether, or in part, real; as well as a 
statement of particular incidents founded on 
fact; together with a more copious Glossa- 
ry, and notes explanatory of the ancient 
customs and popular superstitions, referred 
to in the Romances. Upon the whole, it is 
hoped that the Waverley Novels, in their 
new dress, will not be found to have lost 
any part of their attractions, in consequence 
of receiving the illustrations by the Author, 
and undergoing his careful revision.” 





The Pensacota Gazetre describes, in an 
article from which we give an extract. be- 
low, the plan adopted by the Government, 
at the suggestion of Judge Brackenriper, 
for the cultivation of the Live O«x in Fio- 
ripa. The slow growth of this tree, and 
the great consumption of its timber, induced 
Micuaup, according to the New Yorx 
Evenine Post, to predict its disappearance 
from the Unrrep States within half a cen- 
tury, except in the form of a dwarfish shrub, 
like the Quercus Ilex of southern France, 
Sparn and Iraty.. To prove the advantage 
of cultivation, the Pensacoxa editor remarks 
that the Live OAxs planted or preserved on 


.the estates of Sourn Carotina and Gror- 


GIA, are superior to those found in the forest. 
Those of Colonel Tatnewt are mentioned, 
with the reniark that large prices had-been 
offered for them; but the proprietor refused 
to cut them down, as they had been planted 
by his grand-father. 


We have made some enquiries respecting the 
cultivation of live oak on Deer Point, opposite 
this town. The lands purchased from General 
Call, Judge Brackenridge, Col. Fenwick, and 
Col. White, together with those reserved by 
government, constitute a body of twenty or 
thirty thousand acres, bounded by Yellow Water 
Bay on one side, and the Sound of St. Rosa on 
the other. The land immediately at the point, 
abeut four thousand acres, is all live oak ham- 
mock, with a border of a thrifty young growth 
along the water, from one to three hundred yards 
wide. But the interior, although well set with 
oak, is shrubby, having been subjected te re- 
peated fires from the pine woods. Yet from the 
similarity of the soil and general growth, there 
is little doubt, that it is as well adapted to the 

pose as the border. This border or selvage 
is about ten miles in circuit, and besidgs the 
young growth, contains a number of large trees, 
fit for immediate use. Much of this valuable 
timber has been cut away at former periods for 
the construction of vessels; in the year 1804, a 
Spanish forty-four, the Panzacolenea was built 
at Navy Cove, from the timber procured at the 
Point. 

We are informed Judge Brackenridge was re- 
uested to suggest to the Government a plan 
or the management of the tract of land reserv- 

ed, and for the preservation of the live oak 
generally. That gentleman rae com- 
municated one, which was approved, and order- 
ed to be carried into execution. The outline 
was as follows: 

1. To clear away all the foreign growth from 
among the young and thrifty live oaks, so as to 
give them the entire _—— of the ground, 
to prune them of all-dead limbs, and give them 

cient space to expand. 

2. To cut down the large full grown trees, fit 
for use, and secure the timber under sheds at 
the Navy Yard; and those likely still to improve, 
to be cleared and pruned. 

8. To make experiments of planting out the 
young trees, in the open grassy pine woods ad- 
joining the hammock, in places suited to the 
purpose making roads around them to keep off 
the fires. 

About two months ago, the Judge received 
iMstructions to employ an overseer, to hire twen- 
ty hands for one year, and to commence opera- 
tions according to the foregoing plan. He ac- 
cordingly commences immediately , and the work 
under the direction of Mr. Davis has been car- 
ed on with the most flattering success. 

The trees cleared out already form beautiful 
groves, and are as carefully pruned ag those of 
an orchard. They are divided into folr classes 
—beginning with the youngest, which are under 
two inches in diameter, and are called nursery 
trees—the second class, are between two and 
six inches in diameter, and generally from fif- 
teen to thirty feet in height—the third are from 
six inches to a sufficient size for immediate use 
—the fourth consists of full grown trees. 

Of the first class immense numbers have been 
cleared and 1 f the second, about eight 
thousand, and of the third, about two thousand 
have been cleared, allowing them all sufficient 
space to expand. Ata moderate estimate, the 
Judge thinks the second class, those betweeg 
two and six inches, will be fit for use in forty 
years—those of the third claes six inches and 
upwards, on an average in ten years. As the 
sizes vary, some will arrive at maturity long be- 
fore others. The will hold a greater 
number than would stand erect, if full grown. 

Of the second and third classes, the Judge 
thinks at a low estimate, he will be able to clear 
out from twenty to thirty thousand this year.— 
The growth, which has been cut away, consists 
of hickory, water oak, and cedar. pine. The 
ive oak, like the chesnut and locust, springs 
from the roots and stump of the mother plant, 
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their coasts, which are now generally wil set 
with this valuable growth. According to the re- 
ge emg pee who have been em- 
ployed in examining and selecting live oak along 
our coast, there are several millions of live oak 
trees on the Sound of St. Rosa and the Bay of 
Choctawachie, and all so situated as to have the 
advantage of navigable water to our Navy Yard. 
If five aflion trees can be preserved from tress- 

rs and fires, they will soon become of in- 
calculable benetit for naval purposes. 





The task of a Prorgesson or Enouisn Lt- 
TERATURE is thus described inthe MonTHLY 
Revixrw. The subject of the article is Mr. 
Date’s introductory lecture at the Lonpow 
Universitry:—‘A Professorship of Poetry or 
Oratory is a situation, the duties of which may 
be easily defined; but a Professor of the English 
Language, and of English Literature in general, 
is met with doubts at its commencement; he has 
a variety of subjects, several of which he can 
treat only in a very superficial manner, and 
others not at all. He must by turns be the an- 
tiquary, the philologist, the philosopher, and the 
divine; and he must not only necessarily possess 
the most extensive resource of learning himself, 
but lie must impart a vast deal of remotely rela- 
tive information to his pupils, or his lectures 
will be totally useless. We have great confi- 
dence in Mr. Dale’s perseverance as well as ta- 
lent, but there are diff.culties which he can only 
overcome by long experience in his office. From 
the idea which we are enabled to form of his 
intended plan from the lecture before us, we are 
inclined to a pretty confident opinion that he 
will find it necessary greatly to modify the view 
he has taken of his subjects. We need not tell 
him that the history and philosophy of language 
and grammar are not bfanches of etudy, which, 
taken even singly, admit of great haste in the 
completion; we need not tell him either that 
they are not those which can be most easily 
made intelligible or profitable to uncultivated 
minds. The history of languages is far more 
abstruse than that of events, events the most 
distant, and the study of it must, in a very great 
degree, be carried on by investigation, and not 
by the simple process of reading or hearing facts. 
A strength or patience of mind are hence neces- 
sary, which have hitherto confined the pursuit 
to a very few hard reading men, whose scholar- 
ship, before they commenced it, was of the most 
superior kind. The philosophy of grammar, 
again, offers the most subtle and most exercised 
mind a subject for which no intellectual weapon 
can be too keen—a subject on which the mature 
and experienced metaphysician finde it necessary 
to exert all his powers of attention and reasoning, 
and from which the speculator is very frequently 
ebliged to turn with little other repayment for 
his labor than the gratification of strong mental! 
exercise.”’ 





Not the slightest difficulty ever seems to 
occur in finding a manager for any- of the 
numerous theatres constantly springing up 
in all parts of the Unrrep Srares. ven 
players who have been foremost in torment- 
ing the leader in whose corps they may 
have served are as eager to succeed him as 
if they expected to lead a life of lazy luxury. 
The extract which we are about to give, 
from an address lately published, in self- 
defense, by the director of the Krne’s Tux- 
aTRE at Lonpon, is not intended to frighten 
any of these aspiring spirits.—“ For many 
years past immense sums of money have 
been sunk in the Opera concern. Many 
lamentable failures have taken place, not 
exactly on account of the receipts being in- 
sufficient, but in consequence of the expen- 
diture and receipts never having been cal- 
culated with any degree of accuracy. Care- 
ful examination of the average receipts of 
several years past has proved to me that 
the expenses, but particularly in the band, 
whose salaries had been most improvidently 
raised between 1827 and 1829, ought to 
experience a proportional deduction previ- 
ous to my taking the theatre. On the 
other hand, the gentleman alluded to were 
so much engaged at the different Concerts 
and Oratorios in the town, and Festivals in 
the country, that they could not or would 
not attend their duties at the Opera. It 
would be hardly believed that it was with 
the greatest difficulty that one or two re- 
hearsals in a week could be obtained—and 
in many instances the performance was de- 
layed, and the public kept waiting, while 
some of the gentlemen alluded to were 
quietly returning from Cambridge, or any 
other place where Concerts had been 
given. That was the principal cause why the 
public were deprived of novelty, it being al- 
most impossible to get up an Opera in the 
height of the season. Such a situation of 
things could be borne no longer. I offered 
them an engageme nt, which I leave, as it is 
printed in their pamphlet, to the impartial 
judgment of all managers, and persons con- 
nected with the nice point of managerial difi- 
culties. The abuses I wished to reform were 
long felt, and at different times some timid 
managers made a weak afvmpt to attach to 
the King’s Theatre a band of its own; but their 
efforts were overwhelmed by the powerful 
combination of the performers; indeed their 
inflence is so great, that, when I tried myselfto 
find substitutes for the non-conforming per- 
formers, some eminent artists declared to 
me that they would be willing to accept of 





the situations, but dared not, lest they should 
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foreigner, I would say, that among the num- 
ber six were French last year, and this year 
the number of French will be-six. Here 
ends the objected importation. Disappoint- 
ed in their expectations, there are no dis 
graceful names they have not used against 
me; and it is hardly to be believed that their 
malice has so far exceeded all bounds of de- 
cency as to apply to the Lord Chamberlain 
to compel me to submit to their own condi- 
tions.

louder than the players. 

Braxe’s Bronzely was a pretty clever, im- 
pudent buck of the town, but with not quite 
mettle enough for the dashing rake designed by 
the author. They who remember Durr’s brisk 
manner, in the same part, will understand what 
I mean. Lord Priory boasted a good deal of 
his rough manners, warm temper and all that; 
but like many other braggadocios, showed but 
little of what he talked of. Wray was respect- 
able, but too tame. 1 think it probable that the 
garrullous old Oliver never fell into better hands 
than those of Rosrrts. I have seen the cha- 
racter often performed, but never in a manner 
to be compared with that of Saturday. Mrs. 
Duran, in the exemplary wife of former days 
—which, by the way, is all stuff—acquitted her- 
self creditably. 

The heroine, as of right, fell to the star of the 
company, Miss Keviir, and certainly without 
any ground of complaint. I remember the finest 
actress that ever graced the American stage— 
the late Mns. Warnren—in the part of Miss 
Derrilion; and, though she was greatly admired 
in it, I recollect no superiority to Miss Keuxy. 
But, as Dogberry says—go to; comparisons are 
odorous—and I will not be so uncourteous to 
the living actress as to enter into a comparison 
between the general merits of the two.
